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SEA-PAC™ PIN CONTEST petty n7REx 


The SEA-PAC™ board is holding the 
4" annual pin design contest. Pin 
designs must be submitted to the 
board for consideration no later 
than March 15, 2004. Send pin 
designs to SEA-PAC™ Ham 
Convention, Post Office Box 
25466, Portland, OR 97298-0466. 
The decision of the board will be 
final. Furthermore, the 
manufacturer may make 
alterations to the design as needed 
to meet their specifications. 


The contest winner will receive 
two complementary tickets to the 
SEA-PAC™ Banquet Saturday June 
19th. 


The pin design must include: 

e The words SEA-PAC™ (does 
not have to be in the mistral 
font of the original) 

e The SEA-PAC™ logo (the round 
logo with wave and birds) 
The year (2004 or 04 are both 
acceptable). 


The pin size usually has a % inch 
maximum dimension. Every area 


needs to be marked with a color on a 
sample printout. Remember that 
color must be surrounded by metal. 
Tiny or busy areas should be 
simplified or enlarged. Use strong 
lines and simple art. 


Letters are usually in metal, as they 
are too thin to hold color or are too 
small. 


The lapel pins are small, so look at 
the design and picture putting metal 
around color and know that someone 
has to put color in recesses: and if it 
is too small, they can’t do it. 


The submitted design must include: 
e Original artwork design in color 
at 400% minimum 

e Original artwork design in 
grayscale at 400% minimum with 
details labeled or explained and 
colors indicated. 

e Name, address, and phone 
number of person submitting the 
design.

USING THE ARRL 7™ AREA QSL BUREAU? ken, K7IFG 


Are you an amateur radio operator who is not a current user of the ARRL 7" Call Area Incoming QSL Bureau, 


operated under the auspices of the Willamette Valley DX Club? 


The 7" Call Area QSL bureau is open to all amateurs with a ‘7’ call (e.g., W7, K7 AK7, etc., but excluding Alaska or 
Hawaii calls), regardless of operator class. You do not have to be an ARRL member. 
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We currently have thousands of cards for hundreds of 7" call area amateurs in our deadfiles because no SASE’S 
[self-addressed stamped envelopes] are on file or there is no established credit with the bureau. Reasonable contact 
attempts are made using email addresses from QRZ and Buckmaster (and in some cases through postcards), but many 
of these email addresses are not current and bounce. 


If you are not a current bureau user, but have had contacts with amateurs outside the US, you may have cards in our

OTVARC 5TH WEDNESDAY RADIO CONTEST - March 31, 2004 
1) Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP codes as possible, using 147.54 FM 
simplex. 
2) Contest Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, March 31, 2004 (8:00 — 9:00 PM PDT). 
3) Categories: 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multi-operator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multi-operator QSO. Count two (2) points 
for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked, 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of real 
communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.). 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. 
D) Rovers are not allowed as entries in the contest. Mobile stations can be contacted by 
stations in the contest. Mobile stations will not have a ZIP code and will not count toward the 
multiplier count. 
E) Only one call may be used by any station. 
7) Reporting: 
A) Entries must be delivered to the contest organizers at or before the April 14,2004 OTVARC 
club meeting, (to: Jim Schaeffer, KB7ADH), or by mail to the Club Post Office Address. 
B) Entries must be made on log sheets showing time of QSO, Call, Zip Code and Contest Category. 
8) Awards: 
A) Certificates will be awarded for the top points winner in each station category. 
B) Awards will be made at the club meeting May 12, 2004.
